While money is ruling firm in Chi- 
cago at 6% per cent it appears that 
country institutions are not drawing 
very heavily om their Chicago corre- 
spondents, although the crop moving 
season is now well on. As bankers 
analyze it, the cost of doing business 
has increased from 50 to 75 per cent 
and in some instances much more. If 
allowance be made for the extra amount 
of money required this year to cover 
business activity as compared with one 
year ago it will be found that the de- 
mand is probably not so great as in 
1916. 

In the commercial paper market sev- 
eral of the leading banks are doing but 
little. Some months ago a number of 
large borrowers began making loans di- 
rectly at the banks instead of selling 
their obligations to brokers, and this 
policy is being continued. 


May Be Reflected Here. 

The New York situation may in time 
be reflected here. The banks there 
have a committee of prominent bankers 
who have undertaken to stabilize the 
time loan market and are meeting with a 
good degree of success. Whereas a 
week ago it was difficult to secure time 
loans. It is now largely a matter of 
proper credit. Call money, too, has de- 
clined 1 or 2 per cent and renewals 
were made yesterday at 4 per cent. 

Banking -house views, however, are 
that a good demand for money may 
.be expected throughout the coming fall.
